CONSTITUTION. 


OBJECT. 


We,  the  persons  whose  signatures  are  hereunto  affix- 
ed, do  associate  ourselves  for  the  purpose  of  intellectual 
and  social  culture,  and  do  hereby  adopt  the  following 
articles  of  association. 

ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  The  English 
Plub. 

ARTICLE  II.— Members. 

The  names  of  applicants  for  membership  shall  be  pre- 
sented at  a  regular  meeting,  and  shall  be  voted  on  not 
sooner  than  two  weeks  after  such  presentation. 

Sec.  2.  The  voting  shall  be  by  written  bfvllot  and  a 
vote  equal  to  a  majority  of  the  total  membership  of  the 
Club,  shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 

ARTICLE  III —Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President  and  Secretary,  whose  duties  shall  be  those 
usually  devolving  upon  such  officers.  They  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

They  shall  also  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  determine  the  place  of  meet- 
ing; to  arrange  a  programme  of  exercises. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  on  each 
alternate  Saturday  from  October  1st  to  June  1st. 

ARTICLE  V  —Amendments. 

Amendments  to  these  articles  may  be  proposed  at  any 
regular  meeting,  voted  upon  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, and  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Club. 


ARTICLE.  VI. 

The  exercises  shall  begin  promptly  at  half  past  two 
o'clock  p.  m.,  and  shall  consist  of  one  paper  not  to  ex- 
ceed forty-five  minutes  in  length. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Absence  from  three  consecutive  meetings  without  a 
satisfactory  excuse  to  the  Executive  Committee  render- 
ed before  the  next  meeting  shall  be  construed  as  a  de- 
sire to  withdraw  from  the  society,  and  the  name  shall 
be  dropped  from  the  list  without  iurther  notice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  membership  fee  of  this  Club  shall  be  one  dollar, 
payable  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  year. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Any  member  who  fails  to  provide  a  paper  shall  be 
considered  no  longer  a  member  of  this  Club.
